L ondon Fields is 

ready for visitors 
to enjoy over the 
summer, with 
new toilets opened and 
the popular wild flower 
meadow replanted. 

The meadow is a 
colourful haven for birds, 
insects and other wildlife. 

It is expected to come 
into bloom between June 
and October. Ground 
preparation and sowing is 
taking place this month, 
with the area roped off and 
inaccessible to the public 
until the end of June. 

New toilets have also 
opened in the park, near 
Broadway Market, with 
two female and two unisex 
cubicles, a dedicated 
disabled toilet, and 
wheelchair access. 

The toilets are free to use 
and will be locked out of 
hours, although an external 
screened urinal will be open 
at all times. 


Council’s Corporate 
Director, Health and 
Community Services, said: 
“We are asking people to 
help us by making sure that 
everyone can continue to 
enjoy this understandably 
popular open space. 

“The meadow has proved 
extremely popular and 
become a major attraction. 
Please keep out of the area 
until the flowers have had 
a chance to mature and 
produce an even better 
and brighter display than 
last year. 

“People using barbecues 
should use the designated 
area created for it. People 
should also use the free 
toilet facilities at the park.”

Tributes pour in for murdered Council worker 


TRIBUTES have been 
paid to Judith Nibbs, who 
worked for the Council’s 
Meals on Wheels service. 

The 60-year-old, who 
had worked for the 
Council since 2008, 
delivering meals to elderly 
people in the community, 
was found dead at her 
home on 1 1 April. 

Among the flowers left 


outside her flat in Charles 
Square, Shoreditch, was a 
bouquet with a card that 
read: ‘Judith, we can’t 
believe we are not going to 
see you or that smiling face 
and your laugh. We are all 
going to miss you. Love and 
kisses, Meals on Wheels.’ 

Kim Wright, Corporate 
Director for Health and 
Community Services at 


the Council, said: “We 
are shocked and saddened 
to hear of Judith’s death. 
Judith had worked for the 
Council’s Meals on Wheels 
service since 2008 and was 
a popular and dedicated 
member of the team. 

“Our thoughts are 
with her family, friends 
and colleagues at this 
terrible time.” 


A Scotland Yard 
spokesperson confirmed 
that a murder investigation 
had been launched. 

A 67-year-old man, 
who was found at the 
scene, was taken to an East 
London hospital where he 
remains. The police are 
not looking for anyone 
else in connection with 
the incident.

Ultimately the scheme, 
which is run by UK 
charity Nominet Trust, 
aims to support more 
than 1 million young 
people nationwide.

The step-by-step booklet takes readers through the whole 
process, from looking for somewhere to live and a tenant 
moving in, to both parties knowing their responsibilities 
and rights, and who to contact if things go wrong. 

Available online and in hard copies from borough libraries, 
Hackney Town Hall and Hackney Service Centre, the guide 
has been produced by the Council, with input from local 
tenants’ group Digs. 

Private renters in Hackney have more than 
doubled since 2001 , and now account 
30 per cent of all households, totalling 
at least 32,000 properties.

I 
grew up in Portobello and it 
kind of reminds me of that 
area. It has the energy and 
vibrancy that Portobello had 
in the late 80s and early 90s, 
that community spirit. 

“It’s a really creative area 
and that’s part of the reason 
I’m doing these projects 
here, I think we need to 
have somewhere that has a 
little bit of the creative spirit 
inspired by the regeneration 
of Hackney that happened 
20 years ago. 

“That’s the whole reason 
why the whole of this area 
got regenerated, because of 
artists and musicians and 


so on. It’s going to develop, 
that’s going to happen, 
and developers are going 
to move in, but that’s why 
we’re doing this, staying 
true to the roots of what 
happened in the first place.” 

Street Feast was launched 
in May 2012, in a car park 
in Sclater Street, 
off Brick Lane. 

Crowds 
jostled for 
some of 
the best 
street 
food in 
London, 
from the 
likes of The 
Ribman, Big 
Apple Hot Dogs, 

Homeslice and Wahaca’s 
Mexican Street Kitchen. 

Dominic chose the 
vendors by visiting different 
areas and sampling food 
from individual stalls. He 
said: “I went out with my 
son. I was at every market 
in London, learning all 
about it, getting properly 
immersed in the whole 
scene. It was fun.” 

The first Street Feast 
stayed in Sclater Street for 
five weeks before moving to 
a spot in Camden, then to 
Dalston Yard where it truly 
established itself. 


Pop-up indoor food and 
drink market Hawker 
House, just off Broadway 
Market, was in an old 
textiles factory. It was 
packed out for a 10 week 
run last year. 

Dominic explains: “We 
got the keys about six days 
before it opened and 
we renovated it 
and turned it 
into Hawker 
House.” 

The short 
turnaround 
time from 
derelict 
to up-and- 
running has 
been replicated 
with Fairground, which 
opened in a former office 
block on Kingsland Road 
this month. During this 
interview, workmen are still 
sawing through big hunks of 
wood and carrying planks 
around the venue. 

Dominic says: “I 
suppose we’ve grown more 
confident in our approach, 
from taking over a little 
ramshackle car park and 
sticking it full of street food 
traders and turning it into a 
market. That was only two 
years ago, now we’re taking 
over buildings. 

“That’s the process I 
enjoy, looking into a space 
which was just empty and 
thinking, okay, we’re going 
to raise that level here.” 

So what is it about 
Hackney that Dominic likes 
the most? He says: “I love 
the canal, I love the spirit of 
the place, the energy. I feel at 
home walking around here. 

I go all over London, but it’s 
like when you go abroad, I 
always love coming home.”

A: The recycling centre used by the Council, does not 
process hard plastics like this. It can still be recycled 
however, either by taking it to a household waste 
recycling centre in a neighbouring borough, or booking a 
free, bulky waste collection from your home address. 
Residents can use the following centres in 
Islington, 40 Hornsey Street, N7 8HU;

MAJOR national changes to the way children with 
special education needs (SEN) are supported, are due 
to come into force on 1 September. To help families 
prepare, Hackney Today is featuring information 
about services every month. 

Workshops and Q&A sessions 
available about SEN reforms 

AHEAD of national changes to services for children 
with special educational needs (SEN), the Council is 
organising a series of workshops and question and 
answer sessions to explain how the reforms will affect 
Hackney families. 

One of the key changes will be the phasing out of 
‘statements’, which will be replaced with Education, 
Health and Care (EHC) plans. Instead of focusing 
exclusively on a child’s educational attainment, EHC 
plans will also consider input from health and social care 
services where appropriate. 

It will mean just one meeting and assessment, led by the 
young person, their family and an EHC plan coordinator, 
who will invite other relevant professionals. EHC plans 
will be rolled out from this September. 

Helen McNulty, Head of Head of Additional Needs 
at Hackney Learning Trust, said: “Parents are 
understandably anxious about the changes that are due 
to come in nationwide from the autumn term. That is 
why we are arranging a series of events for people to 
come along and find out more and ask any questions 
they may have. 

“The Government’s consultation on the content and 
format of the EHC plans is ongoing, so while we don’t 
know all of the final details, we want to share what we do 
know, reassure parents and carers and start a dialogue 
with them, so that they know who to talk to if they have 
any concerns.” 

Parents and carers can find out more at a Parent 
Partnership Conference, in the Tomlinson Centre, from 
9.30am to 3pm on 1 0 July. The free event will include 
workshops on EHC plans, personal budgets, the local 
offer and preparing for adulthood.

T HE date 23 April 
marks not only the 
death of William 
Shakespeare 
in 1616, but also his 
conjectured birth in 1564. 

This year is the 450th 
anniversary of the 
playwright’s birthday with 
celebrations planned across 
the country, especially in 
his birth place of Stratford- 
upon-Avon, Warwickshire. 

His connections are 
equally strong to London, 
although it is not known 
exactly why or when he first 
came to the capital, it seems 
to have been in the late 
1580s or early 1590s. 

The first record of him in 
London puts Shakespeare 
in Shoreditch working with 
actor and impresario James 
Burbage at the first ever 
permanent professional 
playhouse: The Theatre. 

Burbage originally trained 
as a joiner, and has been 


described as a theatre- 
builder in both a literal and 
metaphorical sense, but by 
1572 he had entered the 
world of acting as part of 
the Company sponsored by 
Robert Dudley, the first Earl 
of Leicester. 

The previous year had 
seen the Privy Council 
decree that all strolling 
players should be treated 
as vagabonds if not ‘the 
servants of a nobleman’, 
but despite the protection 
of Dudley’s status, the 
Lord Mayor of London 
still interfered with the 
players’ freedom, regarding 
performances as hotbeds of 
vice and crime. 

Dudley obtained a Royal 
Patent to permit Burbage 
and the Company ‘to use, 
exercise and occupy the 
art and faculty of playing 
comedies, tragedies, 
interludes, and stage plays 
. . . without any of your lets 
and hindrances’ but still the 
Lord Mayor insisted that a 
licence to perform within 


the City could only be given 
on agreement that half the 
plays profits should be given 
to the poor. 

The solution Burbage 
came up with in 1576 
was for the Company to 
establish a venue outside 
the City boundaries and 
therefore beyond the reach 
of the authorities. Burbage 
chose a site near his home 
in Halliwell Street, today’s 
Holywell Lane, leasing 
the land for 20 years from 
owner Giles Allen. 

Later, Burbage’s second 
son, Richard, followed 
his father into acting. His 
early career is not clear, but 
he appears to have been 
working with Lord Strange’s 
Men by 1591, a company 
that possibly also included 


William Shakespeare, who 
mentions the company in 
one of his earliest plays, 
‘Titus Andronicus’. 

Actors regularly moved 
between companies, 
theatres and patrons, but 
once he had got to know 
the Burbages, Shakespeare 
seems to have preferred to 
work with them. 

In May 1594, both 
Richard Burbage and 
Shakespeare joined 
the newly formed 
Chamberlain’s Men, later 
the King’s Men, based 
at The Theatre, with 
Richard starring in many of 
Shakespeare’s plays as well 
as works by other major 
writers of the time such as 
Ben Jonson, Christopher 
Marlowe and John Webster. 


When James Burbage 
died in 1597, legal trouble 
erupted with Giles Allen 
when the lease expired on 
the land where The Theatre 
stood. The Chamberlain’s 
Men had to move to 
the nearby Curtain, in 
Shoreditch, and the old 
playhouse stood deserted. 

In a desperate attempt 
to salvage what they could 
of their investment, on 
the night of 28 December 
1598, Richard and his 
older brother Cuthbert 
dismantled The Theatre and 
moved all the materials to a 
yard near Bridewell. 

Allen tried to sue for 
trespass, but the Burbages 
had got what they wanted, 
and the following spring 
The Theatre was re-erected 
on the South Bank of the 
Thames and given a new 
name: The Globe. 

Richard and Cuthbert 
remained living in 
Shoreditch and, like their 
father, were eventually 
buried in old St Leonard’s 


church. Nothing can now 
be seen of their tombs, but 
it has been proposed to use 
new non-invasive techniques 
to investigate whether 
anything remains beneath 
the floor of the later church. 

The location of The 
Theatre was rediscovered 
in 2008 and The Curtain 
in 201 1. Both sites are due 
to be redeveloped in ways 
that will celebrate these 
major pieces of theatre 
history, where Shakespeare 
started his career with the 
support and friendship 
of the Burbage family of 
Shoreditch.

Marinated baked sea bass 


Serves 4-8 


Preparation time 

30 mins 

Cooking time 

15 mins 


Ingredients 

•2 limes, juice only 

• 2 tbsp chopped, fresh coriander 
leaves 

• 3 sprigs fresh parsley 

• 5 sprigs fresh thyme, leaves only 

• V 2 tsp ground allspice 

• 1 tsp Worcestershire sauce 

• 1 Scotch bonnet chilli, seeds 
removed, roughly chopped 

• 2 spring onions, trimmed, finely 
chopped 

• 3 tbsp olive oil, plus extra 
to serve 

• salt and freshly ground 
black pepper 

• 4 x 1 0Og sea bass 
fillets. 


Method 

• For the sea bass marinade, blend the lime juice, 
coriander, parsley, thyme, allspice, Worcestershire 
sauce, chilli, spring onions and half of the olive oil in 
a food processor until smooth. Season, to taste, with 
salt and freshly ground black pepper 

• Lay the sea bass fillets into a shallow glass or ceramic 
dish and pour over the marinade 

• Cover the dish with cling film and chill in the fridge for 
1 5-20 minutes. (Do not leave the fish 

any longer or the citric acid from 
the lime juice will start to ‘cook’ it) 
• Take out of fridge, place on 
tray lined with parchment 
paper and bake for 1 2 to 
1 5 minutes in a pre-heated 
oven at 1 80C. Serve.
